‘signs of « divergence in the policy of the two 
Governments, and we need not be surprised, 
ifin the fasure the, distinctive ideas which 
dominate reepectirely in the Easern ant 
‘Western sections of what was once the Pro 
Vince of Canada shotild under our system of 
Local belt Government, attain adegree uf de- 
velypment of which they were incapable under 
the old Union. This divergence will probably 
‘exhibit itself most prominently in two wa) 
in the land policy ant in the measure of 
Gorerament ail to be given wo public institu 
tions of an educational ail charitable char 
acter. 
‘With respect to the furmer the Ministerial 
me is bokt and expliet in Ontario; 
‘somewhat halting, and not too well defined in 
Quebec. With respect to the latter, the Ministe- 
rial programme in Quelec is frank and oat 
spoken ; in Ontario incommuniestive even to- 
‘silence. Free grants of land to actual settlers 
‘and @Homestead Law are among the measuree 
peomiged in the Weat, hile nothing ia said 
of the customary appropriations to charitable 
ap! educational institations which héreto 
fore have been ailel by the Goverament of 
Canada. Ip the Eastern Province we are 
‘aamrel, with an appearance of earnestness. 
‘that will not brook miseonveption, that these: 
chantable ant educational institutions must 
be provuled for as heretofure; while with 
respect to the land question we are put off 
with @ few conimendatory sentences about 
J the beneficial effects of immigration and 
settlement. Is there ao danger in ench 
Province forcing its peculiar idiosynerasy 
into too early and too great development ? 
May there not be in the —revpective 
Vines of policy just hinted at in 
the foregoing glimpses of future action & 
that the juste millew may be traas 
‘greed on both’ sites? That the material 
‘and’ practical may be overdone in the West 
to the neglect of the intellectual and the 
moral? That the latter‘ia the East may be 
wartured at the expense of the former? And 
in it not the duty of & wise goverament to

‘Tus evidence is abundant throughout the 
country that the provision in the Municipal 
law requiring prepaywect of taxer as & 
qualification for the right to vote at Munici- 
pal eclectioas bas practically chieed 
the great majurity of the ratepayers. La, 
‘one of the wanis in London it is stateu tere 
were but furty voters qualified; in Hamilwoo 
and Toronto it is admitted that bat a small 
minority were privileged to Yote; while 
throughout the rural municipalities it is quite 
probable that the disiranchisement was qu. 
asextensive. As a matter of fact, io some 
country parts where the movement of prov 
duce does not begin until sleighiog time, 
ia ordinarily impowsible for many farmers to 
fealise before the moath of January, or the 
latter part of December, #0 that in their case 
the law is @ peculiar hardship. 

Ir it is deemed wise to expose the Municipal 
franchise to be thus limited, by the careless 
neas, or perhaps the secessities, of the rate: 
payers, it is at least desirable that “Municipal 
officers should be compelled to give every 
facility to those who feel disposed to comply 
with the requirements of the law in time w 
save their rights, To secure this object 
reasooable penalties in the shape of fines 
‘should be imposed upoa officers and members 
of the Corporation, by whose want of attention 
4to.duty all or any ot the ratepayers are 
deprived of the fourteen days’ notice to which 
they are by law entitlel, and withou 
which _ it is most unjust to deprive 
them of their votes. Since but one 
third of the members of City Corporations 
are now elected, annually, it will of course 
take some time fyr the mischievous effects of 
the present state of the-law in this particular

Quebec, Montreal, Outawa, 
Toronto, Hamilton, and other places ia Can- 
tia, have not: Leen without their experiences: 
in the same directivo, and we think it would 
berm the highest degree prudent, while yet 
the disonler of Municipal mismanagement is 
but comparatively littie developal in the 
eountry, to adopt prompt uml com- 
prehensive measures fur tke preven 
tion of ite increase, and the eradication of 
‘such evile as have already croppa out. For 
this work the Legislature of Ontario ought 
to be preeminently qualified. Relieved of 
the duty of applying itself to great general 
questions of trade and finance, and to someex- 
tent even of party polities, it can give a degree 
‘of aitention to Municipal“and other matters 
‘of much Local or Provincial interest, whic 
before were comparatively neglected in the 
turmoil of the larger national politica. Many of
